The application has been amended as follows: Claim 1 . At lines 2, 7 and 17 
please replace "object pixel detecting means" with "object pixel detecting 
processor". 

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant's amendments/remarks dated June 26 2008 has been entered and 
made of record. None of the prior arts ((US 5548415), (US 20020008879),(US 
6175659), (US 5774578), (JP 10-240929) and (JP 3115065)) on record disclose 
an "object pixel detecting means comprising: a density judgment section that 
determines the relevant pixel to be a prospective object pixel when the density of 
the relevant pixel is higher than a first threshold value, which is higher than the 
density of a background of the border of the original and not higher than the 
density of a thinnest line from among lines that form said characters, and when 
the density of the relevant pixel is not higher than a second threshold value, 
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which is not lower than the density of the thinnest line from among lines that form 
said characters; and a thin line image detecting section which determines the 
relevant pixel to be a thin line pixel forming a part of a thin line image, and 
wherein the object pixel detecting processor determines that the relevant pixel is 
an object pixel when the density judgment section determines the relevant pixel 
to be a prospective object pixel, and the thin line image detecting section 
determines the relevant pixel to be a thin line pixel. Therefore Claim 1 is allowed. 
Claims 2-3 depend directly or indirectly on claim 1 , therefore they are allowed. 

The current application is an improvement over prior art Japanese 
references (10-240929) and 3115065 (see background of invention and related 
art of the application) and both the references are hardware or 
hardware/software combination i.e. they have processor for processing pixels. 
Although the word "object pixel detecting processor" is not explicitly recited, 
the current application has a processor based system in view of the improvement 
over the prior art. Therefore the amendment to the claim 1 "object pixel 
detecting processor" is in support with the specifications and hence claim 1 
becomes statutory under 35 U.S.C 101.
